THE HAGUE BOARD 


Sir Charles Fitzpatrick Appointed by 
Great Britain as One of the Em- 
pire's Representatives on the Per. 
manent Board ef Arbitration. 


—— 


Ottawa, June 14.—Sir Charles Fits- 
patrick, chief justice of the Supreme 
Court of Canada bas been notified -f 
his appoyitment by the Imperial gov- 
erpment to suceced the late Major- 
General Sir A. J. Ardagh as one olf 
the four representatives of Great 
Britain on the permanent board of 
arbitration at the Hague to settle 
international disputes. Some time 
ago, in ratfying the appointment of 
Sir Charles Fitzpatrick as a joint ce- 
présentive of Canada, New Found- 
land and Great Britain on the Hague 
tribunal to adjudicate on matters in 
dispute with the United States in re: 
ference to the Atlantie fisheries, the 
British government suggested that 
Sir Charles might also be appointed 
as a permanent member of the Hague 
board to fill the vacanacy caused by 
the death of Major-General Ardagh. 

The suggestion was naturally grati- 
fying to Canada as being a significant 
recognition of Canada’s partnership in 
the affairs of the empire as a whole, 
and the appointment has now been 
made. In view of the fact that the 
United States Senate adjourned last 
month without passing the treaty pro- 
viding for the submission of the 
fisheries question to the Hague, the 
matter cannot now be dealt with until 
next year, unless a special session ¢f 
the United States Senate is held this 
year, , 

WJLL LEND TO PEACE 
In Central America—The Establish- 
ment of Court of Justice. 


Havana, June i4.—Judge W. I, Bu- 
chanan, who attended the inaugura- 
tion of the court of justice in Central 
America at @artago, Costa Rica, last 
month accompanied by his son Deon- 
ald and Senor Calvo, the Costa Rican 
Minister at Washington, arfived yes- 
terday on the cruiser Des Moines from 
Vera Cruz. Judge Buchanan says he 
was received with great cordiality 
everywhere he went, und the utmost 
good feeling was shown towards the 
establishment of a court of justice 
Costa Rica will work strongly for

CANNIBALISM IN 
NORTHERN QUEBEC 


Hunting Party Failed to Find Cache 
And Ate Body of 
Indian. 


_— 


Montreal, June 5—From the far north 
comes an“almost incredible story of can- 
nibalism in which three men lost their 
lives. ‘hn September, Joseph Gusset and 
Mr. Bernard, of Paris, France, left Que- 
bee with the intention of hunting north 
of Take St, John, August Lemieux was 
employed as givide. In January a party 
left Pointe Bluson on a fur hunting ex: 
pedition and on the way back Joseph 
Kurkness, of Quebec, found the ccamp- 
ing ground where the Guaset party had 
stayed, sLoat were evidences 
that the camp had heen recently oecu- 
pied and a note was found, reading: 
“Could not find cache; we are without 
provisions; join us quickly as possible,” 
Some articles of clothing were found 
marked “Cuaset’ and others “Lemieug,” 
Not finding any trace of the men the 
Kurkness party went back to Quebec. * 

On April 2 the Mackenzie Trading Co. 
found traces of the missing men. Among 
nrticles left behind them were a shot 
gun, shells and @ canvas hag filled with 
personal effects. There was no signs of 
the men and the McKenzie people agreed 
they had perished of cold and hunger. 
On May 9, a body was discovered by the 
McKenzie party near Lake St, John. It 
was that of an Indian, whe had beer 
dismembered and partly eaten. It was 
not the work of wild animals as was 
shown hy the entrails being replaced in 
the man’s clothing. Slices of his body 
had been cut off and were missing. The 
find was reported to the attorney gen- 
eral and two men were sent north to 
find traces of the rest of the party, but 
without suecess, ;

GUARANTEE RAILWAY BONDS 


Calgary Board of Trade will Submit 
Motion Aiming to Secure Govern- 
ment Aid for Pioneer Railways 


Calgary, June 13,—After a keen and 
vigorous debate in which practieally 
all who were present took part, the 
Board of Trade last night passed the 


resolution urging the Associated 
Boards of Trade at the meeting in 
Medicine Hat next week to Yreeom- 


mend to the government the poli¢y 
of guaranteeing the bonds of railways 
coming into the province. as 

Two amendments were finaliy voted 
upon, though others were offered, One 
amendment by Mr. Short added to 
the resolution “Subject to such safe- 
guards as the government sees fit to 
lunpose,”’ This amendment was de- 
feated by a vote of nine to seven, The 
other amendment adding to the onig- 
inal resolution the words “With the 
supervision of rates” was defeated by 
a vote of ten to 6ix. 

The original motion was passed by 
“a vote of twelve to six. It was stated 
by those in favor of the motion that 
it Was expected that the government 
would safeguard the intereats of the 
province and that any additions to 
the resolution would cause confusion. 
It was also stated frequently that the 
resolution favored a policy and had 
no special reference to any railway 
or to any section, The other resolu- 
tions submitted to the full Board of 
Trade for consideration were earied 
without discussin. 

No Particular Board in Mind. 

The railway resolution was intro- 
duced by R.\J, Hutchings, whe was 
very careful to insist that the resolu- 
tion was not confined to any particu- 
lar road or to any place. He pro- 
duced a letter trom a gentleman in- 
terested in the Elk River Lumber Co., 
which owns coal lands in the vicinity 
of Cowley, that with the assistance 
suggested such a guarantee of bonds, 
that a road would be built at an early 
date from Butte to Calgary. The 
resolution was seconded by C. P. Me- 
Queen, 

Mr, Georgeson then introduced an 
amendment that the resolution be not 
submitted and gave the following his 
reasons: 

Ist—-It failed to express the intend- 
ed contract and was therefore obscure. 

2ud—It involved a large liability 
withoyy efficient consideration to the 
people in return tor euch guarantee, 

Srd.—It tayored the principle of 
guarantecing bonds of all railroads, 
and would naturally inyoye the gov- 
ermments in a arge liability for colon. 
ization roads, priuytrily of more bene- 
fit to the province than the projected 
line Iréin Regina and Calgary, 

4th.—The bonds are only to cover a 
portion of the through line, and the 
value of such is problematical, 

5th,——There is no guarantee that the 
intended assistance will materially 
hasten construction, 

Gth—No agreement for teh guarantee 
of bonds should be entered inte unless 
the government secures control of 
rales. * 

7th—A majority of the delegates to 
the Medicine Hat convention would 
vaturally be opposed to having the 
governipents assume guch liability un- 
less the benefits were general.

Montreal, June 15—With Taft at the 
White House and a good crop John D, 
Rockefeller, jrv., believes that the finan- 
cial ills of the United States would soon 
he a thing of the past.

O, Bloss, 
a director of the Duluth, South Shore 
and Atlantic, and J. W. Stirling, the 
confidential lawyer of Lord Strathcona, 
Speaking freely of financial and railway 
matters Mr, Rockefeller stated that Taft 
would likely be the next president, 

“And if he is, weil, the financial in 
terests of the country have confidence in 
his conservatism, 

“Or course,”” he added, “the election 
of Mr. Taft will depend largely upon the 
result of the Democratic couvention, but 
J do not consider Mr, Brayan’s chances 
so goal as they were some time ago. 
Perhaps a dark horse will be the pro- 
duet of that convention.”
